‘Dr. Devins arrived yesterday, and 


was promptly informed that the plan 
of the President could not be carried 
out. He was asked to co-operate with 
the local committee and _ consented. 
There was a heated meeting of .the Fi- 
nancial Committee, during which the 
President was attacked for his lack of 
tact, 

A telegram § to the President was 
drafted, giving names of the committee 
and asserting that they felt humiliated 
by his action, and closed witha re- 
quest that he withdraw that part of 
the proclamation in which they were to 
be superseded by Dr. Devins. FE. H. 
Harriman asked that the telegram be 
not sent. Ho said: 

“Gen. Greely and Dr. Devins are both 
willing to send telegrams to Secretary 
Taft stating that this Finance Commit- 
tee is capable, efficient and trustworthy. 
These telegrams will accomplish what 
you are trying to do now. 

“Dr, Dewvins is perhaps not experienced 
in handling millions. That is a big job 
even for men trained in that line. ‘This 
telegram that you contemplate sending 
might affront the President.” 

Harriman’s advice was accepted. 

“From the expressions of public sen- 
timent which have been made to me,” 
said M. H. De Young, “I believe the 
peopla of San Francisco will take it as 
an unealled-for.- reflection upon their 
ability and integrity if the handling of 
relief funds and supplies is taken from 
their hands and turned over to a repre- 
sentative sent across the country. I 
think the matter can be adjusted so 
that the Finance Committee, composed 
of some of the best men and soundest 
men of the city, shall continue the work 
intrusted to it.” 

President Misinformed. 


James D. Phelan said: “The Finance 
Committee’s administration of affairs is 
beyond reproach, and we believe some 
mistaken report has been sent to the 
President. The General Relief Commit- 
tee took the same _  ~position as the 
Finance Committee and emphasized it 
by sending a telegram to the President 
stating there was no distinction in suc- 
coring people of different race or col- 
or,”” : 

The proclamation of the President, re- 
ealling his Red Cross proclamation, has 
again established amicable relations 
with the committee. 

That one touch of nature makes the 
Whole world kin, San Francisco is re- 
alizing by the avalanche of supplies 
is coming in. Notice has been 
given that from 15 to 20 trains a day will 
be the average for the next ten days. 
Every vehicle, including automobiles, 
are busy transporting supplies from the 
dock to the relief stations.

Good tents are coming in and tempor- 
ary barracks are being rushed to com- 
pletion. The Relief Committee believes 
that tents and barracks will be occu- 
pied for the remainder of the year. The 
100,000 refugees scattered through BHerk- 
eley, Oakland and Alameda are gvner- 
ously supplied and fairly well houséd. 
The labor famine is now the serious 
problem confronting the makers of the 
new citv. They have discovered that 
while men are given free food there is 
little desire to work. Skilled artisans 
and unskilled labor are not more than 
2) per cent of the demand. 

Drafts have been made upon cities 
from Seattle to San Diego and it fs 
hoped that the situation will improve.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Senator 
George D. Perkins said today: 

“California’s delegation in Congress 
has faith in the future of the new San 
Francisco. The people of the Golden 
Gate State have not lost heart. San 
‘Francisco will be rebuilt without delay. 
The city that will spring up out of the 
now smoldering ruins will be far more 
beautiful, more substantial and more 
energetic than was the city that fell as 
the result of the fearful earthquake last 
Wednesday. morning. 

“San Francisco was only a young city. 
It was built mostly of inflammable ma- 
terial. For some time the wooden struc- 
tures were being weeded out and in their 
place steel structures were ereeted. 

“The earthquake would, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, have only caused a 
limited loss, but the fire that followed 
lives and in money. San Francisco has 
shown her mettle, and the new city 
that will arise will justify the desiga of 
its official seal, ‘Oro en Paz. Ferro en 
is what caused the great loss both iu 
Guerra’—or ‘Gold in Peace, Jron in 
War.’ ”’ 

Senator Flint said: 

‘In less than a year there will be a 
new San Francisco. Secretary Shaw has 
made arrangements to supply all the 
money that the banks in the city need, 
and from present indications the outlook 
for overcoming the dreadful calamity is 
decidediy bright. 

“Congress has increased the House ap- 
propriation of Saturday to $1,500,000. In 
all other respects we could not ask for 
better responses than the people of the 
country have made. Californians are 
grateful. They have faith in their city 
and in the people of the country at 
large.”’ 


Chinatown Cleaned Out. 


Representative J. R. Knowland said: 
“My confident belief is that the fire 
ultimately will be recognized as a bene- 


fit to San Francisco. Fire has never 
ruined an American city; without excep- 
tion they have risen better and stronger 
from the ashes. In. San Francisco this is 
an especial reason why good = should 
come about, because this. fire has 
cleaned out the pesthole of Chinatown. 
There will never again be such an insti- 
tution in San Francisco as Chinatown 
was.’ 

Representative 
said: 

“There is no question about the fu- 
ture of the city. It is as secure as it 
was before the fire. Chinatown will be 
cleared out and its area restored to uses 
of legitimate business, which will add 
immensely to the city. The reports today 
show very clearly that the damage to 
many of the great buildings has been 
only partial; in many of them it will

Appropriation Considered, 

The Committee on Public 
and Grounds of the House will 
diately begin the consideration 
appropriation of between $400,006 
$5in.000 fer repairing» the Postoffice at 
San Francisco. This is in line with the 
President's suggestion that the people 
of San Francisco are badiyv in need of 
eniployment. 

Congressman Bartholdt of St. Tauis, 
‘hairman of the committee, has had the 
matter under consideration for the past 
few days and will bring the matter be- 
fore the committee at its first meeting. 
The measure may not come up for, on- 
sideration untjl after the appropriation 
bills are disposed of by the House. No 
suggestion has been made for an appro- 
priation for the erection of a new 
building to take the place of the Sub- 
treasury. destroyed by fire. This busi- 
ness will be conducted in the offices of 
the Mint. which was not injured.in the 
fire. Upon the completion of the new 
Custom House the Subtreasury will be 
locuted there.

Rallroad’s Great Work. 


There: was a time when the Southern 
Pacific Railroad was unpopular in San 
Francisco. The road is likely to live it 
down in this crisis. The Southern Pa- 
cific and the Santa Fe have put on all 
the passenger accommodations that they 
can scrape together. and are rushing the 
people East free. It is only necessary to 
get a pass. In issuing the passes they 
give preference to women, children’ and 
weaklings, but the passes are issued to 
the full limit of train service. Each road 
has issued about 30,000 passes. 

Right of way over” regular trains 
carrying paid passengers is given to the 
trains carrying refugees. The guards 
will not permit able-bodied men to get 
out, unless they are in direct charge of 
families. They are too badly needed in 
the clearing up of the city. Labor is 
quoted at Klondike prices, all the adver- 
tising carried by the newspapers con- 
sisting of “help wanted” advertisements 

Three hundred of the plumbers for 
which the Mayor issued a call, even 
when the city was burning, have arrived 
and are at work on the water and sewer 
mains.

Secretary Taft From 
- St. Louis. 


A total of $260,000 was reached Thurs- 
day by the St. Louis relief fund for San 
Francisco sufferers. Of ‘this amount, 
$108,000 has been turned in to the Cen- 
tral Relief Committee, and $100,000 of it 
was sent late Wednesday to Secretary 
Taft, as head of the Red Cross Society. 

After all arrangements had been made 


to send the money in this way, a tele- 
gram was received from Mayor Schmitz 
of San Francisco, asking that money 
be sent direct. J. C. Van _ Blarcom, 
chairman of the Central Committee, 
found it was too late to do this. He sent 
Secretary Taft $7000 additional for the 
local branch of the Red Cross, of which 
he is the head.

HEARD STORY OF DEATH 





Fainted After Boarder Told of 
Child’s Operation for 
Appendicitis. 


Morbidly dreading an operation for 
appendicitis, Mrs. Lizzie Schelb Dorey 
of 3333 Lawton avenue, a bride, 15 years 
old, ended her life by swallowing an 
ounce of carbolic acid.

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SHAW GARDEN 


‘Gorgeous Flowers Are on Exhi- 


bition and Will Well 
Repay a Visit. 


This is a gala week for horticultu- 
rists and flower loversat Shaw's Garden. 
Blooming tulips and other spring flow- 
ers are drawing large crowds and the 
fine sight presented by the thousands 
of varicolored bulbs amply repays 
visitors. 

Over 15,000 tulip bulbs were planted 
last October, of 1% different varieties, 
and they are now In. gorgeous attire. 
The walk leading from the main en- 
trance is flanked on either side by the 
giant-flowered ‘‘Keizerkroon” tulip with 
its rich markings of gold and red. 

Next comes a great parterre, with 
many geometrical beds, ranging from 
che purest white to the richest yellow, 
brightest red, most brilliant crimson 
and deepest lavender. The best work 
of the growers and hybridists of Hol- 
land, from which the bulbs were im- 
ported, is shown. 

Many new varieties are to be seen in 
the borders of mixed tulips. Eaeh is 
neatly labeled to enable the amateur 
horticulturist or hybridist to get every 
benefit and assistance in his work. 

The most striking of the new varieties 
is the “Thomas Moore.’’ It is to be 
found in a circular bed in the parterre, 
and is of a rarely rich deep salmon 
color and stands as the prince of the 
tulip kingdom.

Divorces will continue to be granted 
in Missouri just as they were before the 
United States Supreme Court 
down its much-discussed divorce de- 
cision last week. This is the opinion of 
Judge Sale of the Circuit Court, who has 
received a copy of the Supreme Court's 
opinion and has studied it carefully. 

The only effect of the decisison is that 
in one class of divorce suits it knocks 
out the Federal constitution as a basis 
for the validity of the divorce decrees 
in other states, leaving, however, as a 
basis a custom of the courts which has 
been in practice since the courts were 
founded. 

The single class of divorces affected 
‘is that in which the notice of suit is 
by publication, and the plaintiff is ask- 
ing a divorce in a State in which he 
was not married and in which he has 
not lived in matrimony with the de- 
fendant. 


According to Judge Sale the Supreme 
Court's ruling is that In such cases that 
clause of the Constitution does not ap- 
ply which says that each state must 
give full faith and credit to the decrees 
of all other states. 

In other words, if a man who was not 
married in Missouri and has never lived 
with his wife here, applies for a divorce 
here and serves notice of the suit by 
publication, the-decree, if granted, need 
not be recognized by other states. The 
Constitution does not require it. The 
same rule holds good if the wife. in- 
stead of the husband, is the applicant. 

“Comity Among States.” 

Other states, however, may recognize 
such a decree if they wish under the 
old custom of the coyrts. As a matter 
of courtesy courts of one state have 
always recognized the orders issued by 
courts of other states. Lawyers call 
this ‘“‘comity among states.’’ 

Every divorce granted in the State in 
which the person getting it was married 
or has lived in matrimony, must be 
recognized in other States, under the 
Supreme Court's ruling. It doesn’t make 
any difference what has become of the 
defendant.

“We will have to go right on granting 
divorces in Missouri for causes provided 
by the Missouri statutes. The meaning 
of the decision is so plain that if judges 
were to refuse, on account of the de- 
cision, to grant divorces to which plain- 
tiffs would otherwise be entitled the 
Supreme Court or the Court would 
compel them to do so by granting writs 
of mandamus.”

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BIG VENEZUELANS 
“COME TO STATES 


Secretary of State Cardenas 
and General Carao on 
Secret Mission. 


Special to the Pos(-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—Dr. J. Torre 
Cardenas, Secretary gf State for Ven- 
ezuela, and Gen. Emanuel Corao, one of 
the wealthiest citizens of the country, 
and known as the Rockefeller of Ven- 
ezuela, have arrived here on a recent 
mission. They denied that they had 
been forced to flee from Venezuela be- 
cause of threats by President Gomez to 
confiscate their property unless they 
left. They admitted that a Venezuelan 
gunboat would arrive here next week 
with many promineht’ Venezuelans 
aboard, but also denied that these com- 
patriots were compelled to flee. 

Dr. Cardenas was accompanied by his 
wife and sister and Gen. Corao had with 
him. his wife, father and .other mem- 
bers of his immediate family. They 
brought retinues of servants. 

They were met down the bay by Frank 
S. De Ronde, a confidential agent of 
Venezuela. When reporters questioned 
the visitors De Ronde became spokes- 
man for the party. 

Were Not Forced to Leave. 

When it was suggested that perhaps 
President Gomez, who became President 
of Venezuela at the abdication of Cas- 
tro, had requested the party to leave the 
country and join the other exiles here, 
De Ronde said: 

“Nothing is further from the truth. 
Both DF? Cardenas and Gen. Corao have 
the favor of President Gomez. ‘They 
are here on a political mission, it 1s 
true, but at this time I am not at lib- 
‘erty to make their plans known.” 

Gen. Cvorao ventured the statement 
that Castro would, perhaps, again take 
up the: reins of government, and that 
the former President is now resting 
quiétly in Los Tegues, about one: hour 
by rail from Caracas. 

‘He is in constant touch with Gomez, 
said .Corao, “and, though out of the 
chair, he is the real ruler of Venezucila. 
The present relations of Venezuela with 
France can be judged by two facts—the 
French cable has not been repaired, nor 
is there a French Minister in Vene- 
zuela.”’

226 East Forty- 
first street. On thé morning of March 
tf a man, who had hidden under her 
bed, struck her twice on the left side 
of the head with a butcher's cleaver. 
The first blow laid open the scalp and 
cut into the skill. The wound extended 
five inches from the angle of the eye, 
along the side of the head, above the 
ear. The second blow was almost exact- 
ly parallel with the first, and the same 
length. The space between the two 
wounds was quarter inch, and both 
penetrated the dura-mater, the exter- 
nal membrane of the brain. 

Speech Nerve Injured. 

When the ambulance surgeon saw the 
injury he made haste to get the woman 
to the hospital, but without hope that 
she would live to reach there. She nc@ 
only lived, but remained conscious and 
was able to tell how she had been at- 
tacked, which was an extraordinary cir- 
cumstance, for examination revealed an 
injury to the nerves which were sup- 
posed to control speech. 

None of the operators had seen a 
wound of such extent before. The cleav- 
er had gone through the bones of the 
skull like a sharp knife through cheese. 
As the exploration proceeded the sur- 
geons had. the experience of seeing a 
living human brain exposed. The braii 
substance at the extremitv of the 
wounds had not- been penetrated. but 
the heel of the cleaver had ruptured the 
frontal lobe, and there was a visible 
hemorrhage from that important part. 

Removal of the sliver of bone was the 
first step. The fissure left by the exci- 
sion Was too long and too wide to allow 
of any artificial covering being used. so 
the scalp was returned to its place, 
Stitched and bandaged, and when Cora 
Wilson returned to consciousness the 
only protection her brain had at the 
point of injurv was the skin. 

Made Her Brighter. 

On the third day after the operation 
she was able to talk 
herently. It was evident that her rea- 
soning powers were active and alert, 
because she refused to divulge the name 
of her assailant. although she admitted 
knowing it. There was no sympton of 
injury to the nerves of sense or mo-

way an unfit subject for keen criticism. 
But, like Mrs. Malaprop’s Cerberus, the 
reporter is not three gentlemen in one, 
and unlike Sir Boyle Roche's bird, can- 
not. be in two places at ence. So he 
could not watch all the animais ag they 
come into the vyarious rings for judg- 
ment. Therefore he was obliged to do 
the beat he could and pick out ihe nice 
ones on the bench. Not an easy task. 
‘There are so many breeds of dogs, so 
many small ones. and so many ilarge 
ones, that it is a difficult matter in- 
deed to pick the best and most likable 
breed, not to speak of the best and 
most likable dogs of each breed. Ev- 
eryone to his own taste as the monkey 
said when he shamed the Bandarlog by 
making a mesalliance with the cat. 

Pointers I do not like on, looks, 
leaning to greyhounds, Irish and bull 
terriers, Irish and Russian wolf hounds, 
fox terriers. Great Danes and beagles, 
with a leaning to setters of all breeds. 
I deem the climate of the United States 
generally unsuited to St. Barnards and 
other heavy-haired, cold climate dogs. 

Pointers and I do not like on looks, 
colites and fox hounds are out of place 
save in countries where they are largely 
used in the field and I abominate the 
whole breed, seed and generation of 
Yorkshires, Porrreranians, Chichuahuas, 
‘spaniels and .other so-called pet dogs. 
\A. bulj terrier, an Irish terrier, a grey- 
hound or a wolf hound is the only prop- 
er dog for a lady. Great painters al- 
Ways portrayed their women attended 
by a dog of the greyhound type. Im- 
agine Laura, Beatrice, Rosalind, Sach- 
rissa, or sweet Di Vernon loving a lap 
dog. 

Bull Terriers Very Fine. 


There are some very fine buil terriers 
on this show. Nothing in the canine 
world is so handsome as the long, lean 
athtetic throat and cleancut faw of the 
‘bull terrier. Poets rave of the soft 
throats of their mistresses. Doubtless 
they are pretty. but I daresay not half 
s0 much so as the beautiful lean throat 
of the highly-bred bul! terrier. 

Frank- Dole, as usual, benched some 
fine bull terriers. Mr. Dole is the lead- 
ing fancier of this breed in the United 
States. His Edgewood Biddy and Edge- 
wood Mandie are very proper specimens. 
Mr. Lee’s Edgewood Request-—a big dog 
—struck me as the best terrier of his 
breed in the show. As he won limit 


dogs, this impression was carried out. 


He is a very fine bull terrier indeed. 
Miss Gladys Gale showed a magnificent 
puppy in Fighting Jack, who ‘beat all 
the circnvit cracks in the puppy. class.

ATHENS, April 26.—We have made 
good. Martin Sheridan, Irish A. A. C., 


of New York, threw the discus further 
than man ever did before and C. M. 
Daniels, N. Y. A. €., won the final heat 
in the 100-metre swimming with 
ease. 

Sheridan's win in the discus even was 
sensational in the extreme. It is a par- 
ticularly Grecian branch of _ athletic 
sport and the Greek champion at it, 
Georgazta, was a formidable opponent. 
But Sheridan fears no man. The tall 
lrishman heaved the round missile 134 
feet 9 inches, beating his own record of 
127 feet 7 inches, while the best Geor- 
ganta could do was 124 feet. Japviners, 
a Finlander, was third. 

It being the first big dav of the games, 
the Stadium was crowded. J should say 
that 100,000 people swarmed over the 
seats. The sight of these oceans of hu- 
manity, stretching away to the limit of 
eyesight, was enough to inspire any 
athlete to superhuman effort. The 
weather was perfect and the flashing 
of the sunlight on the ornate uniforms 
of the omnipresent Grecian soldiers 
made splashes of color everywhere. | 

The royal family of Greece arrived 
early and it seemed to us that about 
everybody else in Greece happened 
along about the same time. It was 
agreed that the flag of the nation win- 
ning each event should be waved to in- 
form the multitude of the outcome, 

Great Interest in Discus. 

Chief interest was centered in the 
discus throwing, which was held in the 
athletic field near the Temple of Olym- 
pus. There was not a Greek in all that 
vast crowd not satisfied that Georganta 
would be victor. But the Grecian cham- 
pion had a mighty respect for the 
brawny Sheridan who beat him in prac- 
tice .vesterday,. and was not so confi- 
dent as his adherents. 

Sheridan's winning throw was magni- 
ficent. He put all the strength of his 


race 











perfect body, all the determination of 
his stout Irish heart into it. As he 
swung to get his balance his Bras 
eyes shot fire and the play of his mus- 
cles was like the writhing of snakes. 
There was a gasp of astonishment as 
the dish-like missile left his hand. 

It sailed and sailed and sailed. We 
knew long before it landed that no other 
man alive could equal that throw. it 
needed no complicated measurement. on 
the part’of the judges, Prince George o! 
Greece, Jim Sullivan of New York and 
Mr. Robertson of England to determine 
the winner of that event.

While the members of the American 
team present at the. victory of their 
companion were hugging each other for 
joy, a Greek soldier walked out to 4 po- 
sition from which he commanded a view 
of the entire stadium. Two hundred 
thousand eyes were upon him. With 
wonderful dramatic effect he unfurled 
an American flag and the waving of the 
dear old red, white and blue telegraphed 
to the uttermost boundaries of the 
crowd the news of our victory.

LITIGANT LOANED 
$400 TO M'KENNA 


Cause of Resignation of Federal 
Judge in Porto Rico 
Made Public.

PITTSBURG. Pa., April 26.—Accord- 
ing to a telegram received in this 
city from San Juan, Porto Rico, the 
reason that Judge Charles F. McKen- 
na of this city resigned as Federal 
Judge of the island was the adverse 
criticism caused by his accepting a 
loan of $800 from a litigant in his 
court, 

Judge McKenna makes no attempt 
to deny that he borrowed the money 
from the litigant, but claims that 
there is nothing wrong about his ac- 
tion, nor anything criminal. 

Ig an interview just prior to his de- 
parture for the United States, the 
Judge declares that he courts a most 
complete inquiry into the transaction, 
as well as into all of his other acts 
during his two years’ career as Judge. 
His confession created great surprise 
among attorneys of this city, who are 
his friends. 

Judge McKenna has left Porto Rico 
for Washington and will present his 
resignation in person to the Presi- 
dent. On the same vessel is a com- 
mittee of the Bar Association, which 
will present charges against Judge 
McKenna. 

No arrangements have been made 
here for any of the friends of Judge 
McKenna to go to Washington to aid 
him, if such a thing is necessary, but 
Congressman James Francis Burke is 
expected to meet the Judge and ac- 
company him to the White House to 
see the President.

DEADLOCK IN EAST 
ON INSURANCE RATES. 


NEW YORK, April 26.—There was no 
decision yesterday regarding the rais- 
ing of fire insurance rates throughout 
the country to meet losses incurred in 
—-~i the San Francisco disaster. 

At a meeting of representatives of 
15 fire insurance companies the dead- 
lock which developed the day before 
could not be broken. After a discus- 
sion a cOmmittee of five was appoint- 
ed to take the matter in hand and try 
to bring about an agreement. This 
committee will report today if it can 
agree on the general proposition in- 
volving the advisability of an increase 
of rates. 

Opinions differed among the various 
companies as to the necessity for the 
proposed increase, some of the big 
companjes insisting that it would in- 
jure business if such a policy were 
adopted, while many of the smaller 
underwriting concerns declare it will 
be their only salvation in the present 
crisis, 

Some companies object to payments 
where the losses were primarily due 
to the earthquake. 

Evans Pessimistic. 
President Henry Evans of the Cor- 
tinental Fire Insurance Co., one of the 
largest in the State, takes a very pes- 
simistic view of the consequences of 
the large losses due to the San Fran- 
cisco conflagration He said:

SENSATION 1

HERESY TRIAL 


Country’s Leading Episcopal 
Clergymen to Testify in 
Crapsey Case, 





OUTCOME IS IMPORTANT 


Will Define Limits for Expres- 
sion of Views by the 
Clergy, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BATAVIA, N. Y., April 26—The en- 
lire Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States is excited over the heresy 
trial of the Rev. Dr. Algernon 8. Crap- 
sey, rector of St. Andrew's Church at 
Rochester, N. Y., which is fairly under 
way after several delays. 

Leading clergymen of the denomina- 
tion throughout the country are here 
or on their way, many of whom are 
avowed sympathizers with Dr. Crap- 
sey. Before the trial is ended it is be- 
lieved that there will be expressions of 
opinion upon the witness stand in an 
effort to justify Dr. Crapsey’s attitude 
that will cause a stirring sensation in 
church ranks. Dr. Crapsey will make 
no attempt to repudiate the utterances 
credited to him, but will insist that a 
broad view of the theological questions 
involved justify everything he has said. 

This is the first trial of the kind in 
the Episcopal Church in years, and its 
results will be to determine how far 
its clergy may go in expressing views 
that may be construed as contrary to 
the church dogma. 

Dr. Crapsey is accused of having de- 
livered sermons disputing the divinity 
of Christ, the Immaculate Conception, 
the bodily resurrection and the trinity. 
Some of these sermons were published 
in a book which he called ‘Religion and 
Politics.”” His utterances created a stir 
in the Western New York diocese, and 
Bishop Walker of Buffalo appointed a 
committee of three to decide whether 
charges of heresy should be brought 
against him. The committee, to the 
plain dissatisfaction of the conservative 
element of the church, agreed that the 
doctor had not exceeded his preroga- 
tives as a priest and recommended to 
the Bishop that the affair be dropped. 

Some of the priests, mortally shocked 
by the doctor’s attitude, took the case 
before the Ecclesiastical Council. This 
body decided that Dr. Crapsey should 
go on trial. 

Has Powerful Aid, 

Sinee the decision of the council Dr. 
Crapsey has been quietly summoning 
powerful aid to his defense. He first 
engaged as counsel Congressman James 
B. Perkins of Rochester and Edward 
M. Shepard of New York, two of the 
leading laymen in the Episcopal Church 
in the State. They will ba joined by Dr. 
Worcester of Boston, who will look aft- 
er the fine points of theology involved. 


Not content with this array. of coun- 
sel, Dr. Crapsey has enlisted the sym- 
pathy of eminent preachers in the Epis- 
copal Church and they are arriving here 
by every train. In the throng of clergy 
who sit back of the accused minister 
and nod encouragement are Dr. L. C. 
Stewardson, presdent of Hobart College: 


Dr. J. A. Leighton, chaplan of Hobart; | 


Dr. Samuel Tyler of the Church of the 
Advent, Cincinnati, and Rev. John N. 
Suter of Winchester, Mass, 

They will be reinforced today by Dr. 
Rolang C. Smith, pastor of St. John's 
Episcopal Church, Washington, D. C., 
which church President Roosevelt at- 
tends: Dr. Alexis Stine, chaplain-elect 
of Columbia University; the Rev. How- 
ard Welsk of Moly Trinity Church, 
Brooklyn; the Rev. Sylvester Nash, 
professor at Cambridge Theological 
School, and others of prominence in 
Episcopal ranks. The Rev. Percy Stick- 
nev Grant of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, New York, is also expected. 

All these clergymen are to go upon 
the stand and * is the expectation of 
the defense thaf they will express their 
opinion that the declaratons of Dr. 
Crapsey are not such as should cause 
his dismissal from the church. They 
maintain that Dr. Capsey has merely 
gone into the scientific side of the ques- 
tion involved and that he is privileged 
to do it, 

Others. who are the bitter opponents 
of Dr. Crapsey, think there is but one 
stang to take, and that is to dismiss 
the offending clergyman from the 
church.

FRISCO SURPASSING BALTIMORE 


IN REBUILDING,

SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.—‘‘More 
progress toward restoration has been 
made in San Francisco during the past 
three days than was accomplished in 60 
days after the Baltimore fire,’’ was the 
statement made by P. Herman, a 
St. Louis capitalist, today. Mr. Herman 
was interviewed while he was seated on 
a shattered stone which had fallen from 
the blackened walls of the Palace Hotel.
